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A Comparison of Holstein-Friesian Sires 


Based on the Average “Mature Equivalent” Fat Production of the Daughters 
By C. W. TURNER and A. C. RAGSDALE, University of Missouri 


Abstract.—This bulletin reports a comparison of 229 Holstein- 
Friesian sires with reference to their ability to transmit the capac- 
ity for butterfat production as indicated in the Advanced Regis- 


try records of their daughters. In order to place records made at 
various ages on a comparable basis the authors worked out the 
relation between age and fat production and used this factor to 
reduce all records to a “mature equivalent” production The 
bulletin also includes genealogical charts showing the pedigrees of 
all the 229 sires compared. Supplementing these charts is an 
alphabetical list of the dams of the sires included in the genealog- 
ical charts together with their sires and dams. 








and the various factors that govern conformation 

among dairy cattle is fairly easy to determine, but 
characters such as the ability to produce large quantities 
of milk and fat which cannot be accurately judged by 
sight are more difficult to study. 

In the case of milk secretion, many factors affect the 
total yield and only when kept under favorable condi- 
tions of feeding and management is the maximum inheri- 
tance of the lactating dairy cow fully realized. 

The desirability of recording the milk and fat produc- 
tion of Holstein-Friesian cows was recognized by the 
early breeders. The seven-day test became popular and 
was used extensively at an early date, but it was not until 
the eighteenth volume of the Advanced Register, pub- 
lished in 1907, that yearly records were included. Since 
that time the number of entries of year!ty records has 
increased rapidly. These records offer an opportunity for 
a study of the potential inheritance of the ability to pro- 
duce milk and fat by individuals and families of the 
breed. 

In comparing yearly records made during a period of 
almost twenty years, it should be pointed out that un- 
doubtedly cows making records 15 and 20 years ago were 
not kept under the same favorable conditions of feeding 
and management as are cows making records at the pres- 
ent time. Therefore, the older sires are at a disadvantage 
in comparison with sires whose daughters have made 
records in recent years. This factor cannot be measured 
but shou'd be considered in studying the data to follow. 

Pecause of the influence of feeding and management 
on. production, certain sires may not have shown their 
real transmitting ability due to the fact that the daugh- 
ters were not properly cared for. In general, however, 
cows are well fed and cared for when on test. 

The influence of the dam on the production of the 
daughters is believed to be of equal importance to that 
of the sire. The daughters of a sire may show a high 
average production due to the fact that he was bred to 
cows of large productive ability. The comparison of the 
records of the dams with those of the daughters of the 
Sires, while of the greatest importance in indicating the 
rea! merit of both dams and sires. is not entirely satis- 
factory at present because very few yearly records on 
the dams are available for comparison. This is especially

true of the older animals. At a later date it may be 
possible to secure sufficient pairs of dams and daughters 
to make such a comparison reliable. 

It is evident that there are many factors which may 
depress the potential inheritance of the ability to pro- 
duce milk and fat and, therefore, the data may not rep- 
resent the actual inheritance or transmitting ability of 
the sires considered. On the other hand, sires which 
stand high in the list, indicating that the average produc- 
tion of their daughters is relatively large, must either 


.themselves possess the quality of transmitting producing 


ability to their daughters, or they were bred to cows of 
exceptional ability, or both. 

Until information on the dams is available it is sug- 
gested that consideration be given to the number of 
daughters included. The larger the number of daughters 
the less will be the possibility that the dams were selected 
and above average ability. 

The Factor of Age 


It is well known that the production of cows kept under 
the same conditions change with age. Because of the 
change of production with age, the minimum requirements 
for entrance to the Advanced Registry have until recently 
varied from 250.5 pounds of fat at two years, to 360 pounds 
of fat at five years. The minimum requirements were 
simply arbitrary standards and were not based on actual 
records showing the relation between age and fat pro- 
duction. The records of production now included in the 
Advanced Registry are made at all ages ranging from less 
than two to more than eighteen years. 

To determine the actual change of fat production with 
age, the average yearly production of fat throughout the 
entire productive life of the Holstein-Friesian cow was 
determined from the Advanced Registry. These data are 
subject to the objection that the minimum requirements 
eliminate the poor producers and, therefore, the results 
may not be representative of the breed as a whole. It 
is also true that due to declining productive ability cows 
as they grow old enter the Advanced Registry with in- 
creasing difficulty. The result is that the cows of ad- 
vanced ages are more or less selected since only cows 
of exceptional ability as producers are usually tested at 
advanced ages. It may be said, however, that the data 
at least represent the change with age of Advanced 
Registry cows. 

The results of this study are shown in Table 1. These 
values are also plotted m figure 2. Due to the irregu- 
larity of the values for Holsteins after nine years caused 
by the comparatively small number of animals, the posi- 
tion of the declining segment of the curve in figure 2 was 
determined by the use of the average yearly records of 
all breeds as shown in Table 1 when converted to a 
percentage basis. 

The data presented show that fat production gradually 
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increases up until about seven years of age and then 
gradually decreases with the onset of old age. 

The records of yearly fat production of the daughters 
of the sires included in this study, made at varying ages, 
were converted to their mature equivalent by multiplying 
the actual yearly record of the cow by the age-conversion 
factor for the age the record was made. 


The age-conversion factors were determined as fol- 
lows: figure 1 shows the average production at 214 years, 
(average of 2 to 2% years) to be 487 pounds of fat and at 
7% years (time of maximum production or maturity) to

be 667 pounds of fat. The ratio of — is 1.365 or the age 
conversion factor for Holstein heifers between 2 and 2% 
years of age. In the same way, by determining the ratio 
between maximum production and production at six- 
month age intervals, conversion factors for all ages were 
determined. The results are shown in Table 2.

The Factor of Stage of Lactation 
During recent years, the 305-day test has become popu- 
lar and many long-time tests are closed at that time. A 
few other records for one reason or another are not com- 
pleted, but sufficient fat is produced for the cow to gain 
entrance to the Advanced Registry. In order to compare 
such records with 365-day records, a conversion factor

was used for all records of less than 365 days. A study of 
the rate of decline of fat production with the advance of 
the period of lactation indicates that fat production de- 
clines in an orderly way after maximum production is 
reached. The conversion factors presented in Table 3 
are based on the average rate of decline of over 3,000 
lactation periods. The conversion factor is the ratio of 
the total production during 365 days to the production at 
monthly intervals. 

To determine the estimated 365-day production of fat 
for cows on test for less than that period, the actual pro- 
duction in 305 days for example, is multiplied by the 
factor 1.15 or the conversion factor corresponding to the 
num#er of days on test. 

Study of Holstein-Friesian Sires 

Using the methods described the daughters of all Hol- 
stein-Friesian sires having ten or more daughters with 
long-time records, were converted to a “mature equivalent” 
365-day fat production. The results are presented in 
Table 4. 

The year of birth of the sires is given to enable the 
reader to determine the approximate time during which 
the records of the daughters were made. While it is 
impossible to properly evaluate the significance of the 
number of daughters on the “mature equivalent” of the 
sires listed in Table 4, consideration should be given the 
sires with large numbers of daughters. However, the 
probable error of the average “mature equivalent” record 
decreases as the square root of the number of daughters. 
Therefore, the probable error in the average of a sire 
with 16 daughters is only twice as great as that of one 
with 64 daughters. 

The effect of the minimum entrance requirements in 
eliminating certain of the daughters of sires can be seen 
in the distribution of the records of the daughters of each 
sire. The normal distribution of daughters where selec- 
tion is: not practiced, should be symmetrical about the 
the average. Thus the 51 daughters of King of the Pon- 
tiacs show a symmetrical distribution with 5 in the 400- 
to-600 pound class, 22 in the 600-to-800 pound class, 21 
in the 800-to-1000 pound class, and 3 in the class over 
1000 pounds. This distribution would indicate that the 
minimum entrance requirements had little effect on the 
entrance of the daughters of King of the Pontiacs. 































In contrast, the distribution of the 52 daughters of 
Woodcrest Tehee, indicates that the minimum entrance 
requirements prevented many of his daughters from being 
admitted to the Advanced Registry. Instead of the rec- 
ords of the daughters being symmetrically distributed 
there were in the class from 400-to-600 pounds 30 indi- 
viduals, in the 600-to-800 pound class 21 individuals, and 
the 800-to-1000 pound class, only 1, and none in the class 
over 1000 pounds. According to the normal expectation 
there would be a considerable number of animals under 
400 pounds. These daughters either failed to meet the 
requirements or were not tested perhaps because it was 
expected that they would be unable to meet the require- 
ments. In such a case when there are a reasonably large 
number of daughters which do not show a normal dis- 
tribution it indicates that the average mature equivalent 
production of the sire is higher than it would be if the 
minimum requirements were not in effect. The distribu- 
tion of the daughters of the sires in the latter part of 
Table 4 should especially be studied in this connection.

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Henry C. Wallace 


OLDING the office of Secretary of Agriculture during 
H the most trying and discouraging years that industry 

has ever passed through, Henry Wallace has never- 
the less administered the office in a manner inspiring the 
highest confidence and has won for himself the esteem of 
our people generally. His untimely death on October 
24 is a serious loss to argiculture and to the nation. 
Henry Cantwell Wallace was born May 11, 1866, at Rock 
Island, Ill., but was raised and educated in Iowa, being 
graduated from Iowa State College in 1892. For three 
years after graduation he was professor of dairying at 
this institution, also serving as editor of a creamery pub- 
lication during this period. Since 1895 he has been as- 
sociated ‘with Wallace’s Farmer, founded by his father, 
Henry Wallace, first as manager and associate editor and 
since 1916 as editor and president of the Wallace Pub- 
lishing Company. He was appointed Secretary of Agri- 
culture in President Harding’s cabinet and continued to 
fill the office under President Coolidge. The following 
splendid tribute, a part of a letter of condolence sent by 
the President to Mrs. Wallace, indicates the regard in 
which he was held by his chief: 

“His loss will be indeed a grief to the entire nation, 
for his fine qualities and able, untiring services had en- 
deared him to all the people. 

“Coming from private life to the post of Secretary 
of Agriculture at a time in which its administration was 
surrounded by acute and unprecedented difficulties, he 
brought a particularly effective equipment of wisdom, in- 
dustry and executive capacity. 

“Through their unsparing application he achieved a 
splendid series of successes in behalf of the restoration 
and rehabilitation of this supremely important national 
interest. His work has won for him the unstinted confi- 
dence of all citizens as his high character and appealing 
personal qualities gained for him the affection of all 
who enjoyed the privilege of intimacy with him. 


Why Test Cows for Production 


—And why not? The same reasons hold today for 
the testing of purebred cows for production as obtained 
twenty years ago when testing first came into popular- 
ity. We are all familiar with the situation in the breed 
at the time the Advanced Registry was established. Ad- 
vanced Registry made the Holstein cow, and it’s just as 
important today as it was when inaugurated. 

Because the ambition of breeders to top existing rec- 
ords has brought the top records so high that the av- 
erage man has little hope of surpassing the high mark 
is no reason why a breeder should not test his cows. 
Testing for production is not a horse race. It is a lab- 
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oratory experiment to determine the productive value of 
the animal and her desirability as a reproducer of seed 
stock. It doesn’t matter whether the test covers a year 
or lactation period or is appiied for a short time It 
does matter whether it is applied honestly or not. but 
the thing we seek is the real productive ability of the 
cow. Many folks maintain that the short-time tegt og. 
tablishes this productive ability. We do not argue the 
question. 

One of the real problems of the purebred business jg 
the elimination of the scrub purebred. We see no hope 
for the elimination of the scrub purebred without Ag. 
vanced Registry testing of some sort. Buyers are yp. 
willing to accept the owner’s unsupported statement of 
the productive ability of the animal so an impartial meas. 
urement of some sort that records this productive ability 
must be applied. ; 

It may be that the cow testing associations can phe 
utilized in establishing this record of productive ability 
but, as has been pointed out, the danger lies in pervert. 
ing cow testing associations by using them for this work. 
The cow test association was originated for the same 
purpose as the Advanced Registry except that it was ip- 
tended to apply to grade animals. When purebred ani- 
mals are tested it is for the purpose of determining their 
productive ability with a view of selling them and their 
offspring. The cow testing association is intended to de- 
termine the productive ability of the grade cow for the 
purpose of finding out whether she should be retained 
as a dairy animal or not. It cannot become therefore, 
in its original intention, a means of measuring the pro- 
ductive ability of the purebred cow without danger of 
being perverted to commercial uses. Purebred—seed 
stock—are bred, tested and developed primarily to be 
sold. 

We hear a lot of loose talk about the cost of the test. 
Our opinion has always been that if the establishment 
has a worthwhile market for the products of the cow, 
the cost of the test will take care of itself. The real 
expense—the real cost that eats the heart out of the 
profits in any purebred establishment—is the cost of keep- 
ing non-producers around. Untested purebreds, non-pro- 
ducers, young bulls that eat their heads off—these are 
the expensive elements in the seed stock herd. We ad- 
mit it takes courage to eliminate scrub purebreds, but 
for the sake of the industry, for the sake of the breed- 
er’s future and for the sake of his pocketbook, in the 
long run, the scrub purebred should find her way to the 
block and not into the herd of a beginner or other breed- 
er. Why keep young bulls that eat their heads off in the 
hope of obtaining a price for them out of line with mar- 
ket conditions. No one can beat the law of supply and 
demand. Such animals must be disposed of at a price 
consistent with the market for them—that market be- 
ing determined by the inexorable law of supply and de- 
mand. If there is an excess supply of bulls of mediocre 
individuality from untested or unexceptional producing 
ancestors it is natural and perhaps altogether proper 
that they should go at very modest prices. 


A breeder may lift his herd beyond the operation of 
the law of supply and demand by developing it to a point 
where its type and production force themselves upon the 
attention of possible buyers. But if he neglects to carry 
on that development and thereby leaves his herd in the 
“ordinary” class, he must expect the “ordinary’’ prices 
and, at times when the supply outruns the demand, no 
prices at all. Herein lies the meat of the argument for 
Advanced Registry work. 

The World firmly believes that the future of Holstein 
breeding—in fact the future of breeding any kind of dairy 
livestock—depends upon one or two very fundamental 
things. We must know what we are doing at all times 
in our breeding operations. We must produce better al- 
imals than their ancestors. It would seem that Advanced 
Registry testing in some form is a very necessary part 
of such a program.

UR cover illustration this week shows Madam Artis 
Wayne Denver, as she looked just after winning the 
Grand Championship at the National Dairy Show 


1924. The Madam has a most illustrious show ring rec: 
ord. She does not appear to have been exhibited as a 
calf, but in senior yearling form in 1922 she won first 
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prize and junior championship at Wisconsin State Fair 
and the Central States Exhibition. At the Waterloo 
Cattle Congress she was first in her class but was forced 
to bow to Dorothy Ormsby Piebe for junior champion- 
ship honors. Dorothy was a junior yearling. The record 
does not show that Madam was shown at the National in 
1922, another Jefferson County Asylum heifer being listed 
as first prize senior yearling. We are assured, however, 
py the Jefferson County people that the record is in 
error and that it was really Madam who won this class, 
rather than her sister, and it was Madam who put up such 
a strong fight for junior championship honors with Dor- 
othy, the latter finally receiving the purple. In 1923, 
showing as a 2-year-old, Madam went through the sea- 
son unchallenged, winning first prize in her class, senior 
and grand championship under Moscrip, Haeger and 
Stevens at Waterloo, Central States, and Wisconsin and 
Illinois State Fairs. She was the All-American 2-year- 
old for 1923, and was generally conceded to be the most 
sensational female of any age on the 1923 circuit. Show- 
ing in 1924 as a 3-year-old, Madam has five firsts, one 
second, and three senior and grand championships to her 
credit, the last including the National, Wisconsin State 
Fair and the Central States Exposition, under Moscrip, 
Stevens and Haeger, respectively. She was twice beaten 
out for grand championship by the Modern Woodmen 
cow, Zwingara Segis Clothilde, and at Minnesota was set 
down to second in her class, after a much criticized de- 
cision. This week she winds up the season at Portland. 
She is a daughter of the great sire, Dutchland Creamelle 
Denver Prince, and her dam is a beautiful show grand- 
daughter of Paul Calamo Korndyke. She was bred and 
has been developed by her owners, the Jefferson County 
Asylum. Jefferson, Wis. 


The 1924 Show Season 


T IS generally conceded that the 1924 Holstein show 
[ season, now winding up with Portland and the Cana- 

dian Royal, has been the best season, all things con- 
sidered, that we have ever had. Numbers and quality 
have featured nearly every show, east, west, north or 
south. While many of our fairs have reported decreased 
general attendance this year, the Holstein galleries have 
usually been well filled. We do not recall another year 
when so many herds have carried out ambitious circuits 
covering the most of the fall season. 


This deep interest on the part of both exhibitors and 
spectators demonstrates a growing appreciation of the 
value of the show ring, not only as an educational dis- 
play that is resulting in more accurate knowledge of the 
true type of the breed and in substantial improvement in 
the general quality of the animals brought out, but also 
as a medium of valuable publicity for the breed and the 
individual herd owner. This last consideration we believe 
is the one most responsible for the increased exhibits of 
the past few years. Our good breeders do not show their 
cattle primarily to learn how good or how poor they are, 
nor do we believe an altruistic desire to advertise the 
breed favorably is more than a contributing factor. It is 
the individual herd advertising that follows a good show- 
ing at our strong fairs that brings out so many of our 
good breeders year after year. 

In this connection we may be pardoned if we state 
our belief that a large share of the credit for developing 
this important factor in the success of our shows belongs 
to the breed papers and the press generally for the space 
and attention given the shows and the individual winners. 
Each year the World spends thousands of dollars in send- 
ing members of its staff to cover personally the most 
important Holstein shows. These first-hand reports, go- 
ing into greater detail than any other publication attempts, 
and carrying more illustrations of the prize-winning ani- 
mals of this breed than any other publication presents, 
constitute a real service to the industry. If we did not 
thoroughly believe this to be true we would certainly cut 
out this very substantial item of expense, and would de- 
vote our columns less exclusively during the show season 
to the reports of the Holstein exhibits. We are con- 
vinced, however, that the agricultural and breed papers, 
through the attention they have given to the matter of 
reporting our live stock shows in detail, have had more 
to do with the popularizing of the show rings and the 
doubling in size of our Holstein rings, that has occurred 
during the last half-dozen years, than any other factor. 
We mention it here because we are proud to have had 
some little part in it ourselves.

their Grand Champion herd sire, 
Ormsby Pietje Mercedes, to William 
Martin of Kenton, Ohio. This bull is 
a son of the Loeb Farms senior sire, 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 40th, 
one of the best sons of Sir P. O. M. 
and he is from the 954-lb. cow, Black 
Ophelia Pietje. He was Grand Cham- 
pion at the 1921 Ohio State Fair. 

The first daughters of Ormsby Piet- 
je Mercedes are making a very good 
showing as baby heifers. His first

A 15,000°-LB. HERD AVERAGE FOR 
63 COWS 

This heading speaks volumes for 
the producing ability of any herd 
that can make such a claim. When 
the figures are available showing that 
this average is maintained year after 
year, it becomes almost unique in 
dairy annals. Such a showing is re- 
ported by Mr. P. H. Moore for the 
herd of purebred Holsteins at Colony 
Farm, Essondale, B. C. During the 
past fiscal year, this herd of 63 milk- 
ing cows produced by actual weight 
946,351 lbs. milk, an average of 15,- 
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021 lbs. The preceding year 62 milk- 
ing cows made an average of 15,535 
lbs. Concerning this great produc- 
tion record Mr. Moore writes: 


“We have just finished another fiscal 
year at this farm on March 3lst and lI 
thought you would be interested in 
knowing how the herd worked. We have 
not yet got a financial statement out, 
but we are well on the sunny side of 
the ledger. We are a little short of last 
year’s figures on gross milk production, 
having more cows on twice-a-day milk- 
ing. However, sixty-three cows and 
heifers gave us 946,351.0 Ibs. milk or an 
average of 15,021.0 lbs. each. 

“On yearly test fifty-seven cows and 
heifers finished during the year with 
16,287.0 lbs. milk, 553.0 lbs. fat or 691.0 
lbs. butter. These can be divided into 
two classes as follows: 365-day class— 
36 cows and heifers averaged 17,234.0 
lbs. milk, 586.0 lbs. butterfat or 732.4 lbs. 
butter; 305-day class—21 cows and heif- 
ers, mostly milked three times per day, 
averaged 14,665.0 lbs. milk, 496.0 Ibs. 
butterfat or 620.00 Ibs. butter. 

“Although the showjng is not quite so 
good as last year, it is accounted for as 
above stated, more old cows on twice a 
day milking and kept as breeders, a 
larger crop of first calf heifers and not 
feeding quite so much grain as durjng 
the previous year.”’ 


We would like to hear of other 
herds of this size, or any other size 
in fact, that can produce actual fig- 
ures comparing with these. We not 


only want this information as a mat- 


ter of interest, but the data would be 
extremely valuable as breed propa- 
ganda. In connection with this great 
production, it should be remembered 
that the Colony Farms herd, which 
is owned by the Province of British 
Columbia, is also one of the strong- 
est factors in their show rings out 
in that country. .

A fifth 1,000-lb. fat producer heads 
the senior three-year-old class, and 
again California scores. She is Helm 
Tehee Fayne Veeman with 1254.88 lbs. 
butter from 29,344.6 lbs. milk, the sec- 
ond largest senior three-year-old milk 
record in the world. This daughter 
of Sir Veeman Korndyke Pontiac was 
bred and developed by F. M. Helm, 
Fresno, Calif. 

Daughters of Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad, bred and developed by Julius 
Schmid, Montgomery, N. Y., lead both 
the senior four-year-old and the jun- 
ior three-year-old classes. Pinehurst 
Farms Co., Sheboygan Falls, Wis., has 
a 1,000-lb. junior four-year-old heading 
the list, and another Wisconsin heif- 
er, owner by D. W. Huenink of Cedar 
Grove, leads the junior two-year-olds. 
New York State has another class 
leader in Colantha Jane, (982.73 Ibs.), 

20,000-Ib. senior two-year-old daugh- 
ter of Colantha Johanna Lad 8th, bred 
and owned by R. E. Chapin & Son, 
Batavia, N. Y. 

Report No. 2 has at least oue out- 
standing producer in the seven-day, 
305-day and 365-day divisions, namely 
a 43-lb. cow, Bess Johanna Ormsby, a 
1,000-lb. cow in ten months, Traverse 
Colantha Walker, and a 1,000-lb. fat 
producer, Adirondac Wietske Dairy 
Maid. All three of these great pro- 
ducers have been heard from many 
times before. It is the third 40-lb. rec- 
ord reported for Bess Johanna Orms- 
by; the second 1,000-Ib. record and the 
fifth above 900 lbs. reported for Trav- 
erse Colantha Walker, all five records 
being made in the 305-day division; 
and as we all know it is the fourth 
record above 1,000 lbs. fat for Adiron- 
dac Wietske Dairy Maid, all four rec- 
ords being made with better than 31,- 
000 lbs. milk. All three sections of 
the country are represented by these 
three producers, Bess Johanna Orms- 
by being owned by Winterthur Farms, 
Winterthur, Delaware, Traverse Co- 
lantha Walker, by the State Hospital 
at Traverse City, Michigan, and Ad- 
irondac Wietske Dairy Maid by Bridg- 
ford Holstein Company, Patterson, 
Calif. 

These three records, however, are 
not the only good ones in Report No. 
2. In the short-time division, mention 
should also be made of the 39-lb. rec- 
ord of the University of Nebraska 
cow, Beauty Girl Gerben Re-Becky, 
and of five other records above 35 
lbs., three of them being made in heif- 
er form. 


In the senior four-year-old class, 
daughters of two full brothers, Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th and 
Creator, fight it out for first placé, 
the former winning by a narrow mar- 
gin. She is Wisconsin Fobes Ormsby 
2d (37.08 lbs.) tested by John Erick- 
son and now owned by Detroit Cream- 
ery Farms. The runner-up is Pabst 
Creator Acanthus (36.41 lbs.) bred 
and owned by Pabst Holstein Farms. 
Two other Creator daughters, both 
bred and owned by Pabst, head the 
two two-year-old classes. They are 
Pabst Creator Aaggie (30.53 Ibs. at 
2% years) and Pabst Creator Isabelle 
‘Oak (23.43 Ibs. at 2 years.) 
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In the junior four-year-old class we 
find a Dutchland Farms heifer, Dutch- 
land Pietertje Aaggie Beets leading 
with 35.42 lbs., being closely pressed 
by Bell’s daughter of Carnation King 
Sylvia and Deysher’s daughter of 
Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, ali 
three heifers being within a single 
pound of fat of each other. Two won- 
derful milk records are reported in 
this class. One of Bess Finderne 
Mooie Fayne, Dutchland’s daughter of 
Kolrain Finderne Bess, with 807.3 Ibs. 
in seven days, and 3354 lbs. in thirty 
days. The other is Eco-Sylv Pietje 
Car Born, Hardy’s daughter of Cham- 
pion Echo Sylvia Pontiac with 751 
lbs., she being the sixth daughter of 
this sire to produce over 700 lbs. milk 
in heifer form. Both these great milk 
producers have over 30 lbs. butter. 

Aaggie Johanna Matador, one of 
Carnation’s daughters of Segis Walk- 
er Matador, tops the senior three-yr.- 
old class in this report, but scarcély 
an ounce of fat below her is the Dey- 
sher heifer, Lady Tweede Pontiac 
Lass. Both have over 30 lbs. butter. 
The only 30-lb. producer in the junior 
three-year-old class is Sethje Segis 
Cornflower (34.26 lbs.) owned by John 
Zoberlin, Plymouth, Wis. 

In the 305-day division, Report No. 
2 carries in addition to the 1,000-lb. 
record of Traverse Colantha Walker 
already noted, the name of Florence 
Pontiac of Greenbank, the new Wash- 
ington State Champion, with 973.86 
Ibs. butter from 24,047.7 lbs. milk. 
She is owned by the Ft. Steilacoom 
State Hospital. Other class leaders 
in this division include Moscrip’s 
daughter of his Homestead bull, 
North Star Fobes Oak, with 715.82 
lbs. at 4% yrs.; a daughter of College 
King Segis Alcartra, bred and owned 
by Union College, College View, Neb., 
with 604.58 Ibs. at 4 years; a daugh- 
ter of King Korndyke Pontiac 20th, 
bred and owned by W. J. Higdon, Tul- 
are, California, with 768.21 lbs. at 3% 
years; a daughter of Colantha Sir 
Walker Korndyke, bred and owned by 
Mt. Hermon School, Mt. Hermon, 
Mass., with 578.25 lbs. at 3 years; a 
daughter of Prince Walker Cornuco- 
pia, owned by the J. S. Gibson Co., 
Williams, Caiifornia, with 713.97 lbs. 
butter from 20,113.7 lbs. milk at 2% 
years, and a daughter of Dutchland 
Creamelle Colantha, bred «nd owned 
by Maaikenshof, Bedford Hills, N. Y.., 
with 593.07 Ibs. at 2 years. 

Four Sub-division B. records are re- 
ported with the 305-day division, the 
largest being 630.78 lbs. butter by 
Lady May Cornucopia Maderia, own- 
ed by J. A. Hanson, Grantsburg, Wis. 

In the 365-day division, the record 
of Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid, al- 
ready mentioned, is the only one 
above 1,000 lbs. fat, but there is 
another above 30,000 lbs. milk, made 
by Ollie Roxie Korndyke, owned by 
Laurel Stock Farm, Goshen, N. Y. 
She has 30,530.5 lbs. milk containing 
1220.55 lbs. butter. Eight other 1,000- 
lb. records, five of them from over 
25.000 Ibs. milk, are also reported in 
the mature class, and there is a 1,000- 
Ib. record at the head of each of the 
three older heifer classes. 

Leading the senior four-year-old 


class is Gerben Bracelet Fobes with 
1066.75 lbs. butter from 26,480.6 Ibs. 
a record made at 


milk, Dutchland 
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Farms. The junior, four - year-ojg 
leader is Murphy Farms’ Susie Johan- 
na Colantha Greene, with 100337 
ibs. and the senior three-year-olg top 
is Carnation’s heifer, Canary Pontiae 
Matador, with 1003.9 Ibs. 

California has the next two class 
leaders. The junior three-year-olq is 
Bridgford’s daughter of King Segig 
Alcartra Prilly, with 923.66 Ibs. and 
Helm has a 926-lb. senior two-year. 
old at the top of the list. Hackney’s 
daughter of Piebe Laura Ollie Laura 
Ollie Homestead King leads the jyp- 
ior two-year-olds with 851.27 Ibs.. and 
he has another daughter of the same 
sire above 21,000 Ibs. milk in this 
class, adding another to Piebe’s long 
list of 20,000-lb. two-year-olds. 

A new World’s Record for junior 
three-year-olds, both for milk and for 
butter in Sub-division B., is listed jn 
Report No. 2. She is Rival Belle 
Mercedes, 889.47 lbs. butter from 18. 
745.3 Ibs. milk, and she was bred and 
developed by L. E. Ferguson, Laurens, 
Iowa. 

These two first reports. show fine 
progress in both long- and short-time 
testing and advance reports indicate 
that there are many more sensational 
records to be reported in later bulle- 
tins. All breeders interested in the 
progress of the breed should have 
their names on Supt. Gardner’s list to 
receive these bulletins, which are is- 
sued throughout the year.

Test- 
ed at the age of 2 years, 3 months, 7 
days, she is credited with 436.3 Ibs. 
milk containing 13,868 Ibs. fat in 7 
days. During the 10-mos. test just 
finished, she had 12 official test pe- 
riods, of which two were retests and 
one a test eight days in length. Nine 
different supervisors were employed 
in the conduct of the test. The pro- 
duction of 767.78 lbs. fat credited to 
Canary Snowball Gettie is equivalent 
to 959.72 lbs. butter on the 86 per cent 
basis. In the junior three-year class 
of the 10-mos. division Canary Snow- 
ball Gettie displaces Onyx Lilith, this 
latter heifer being credited with 21,- 
387.2 lbs. milk containing 727.51 Ibs. 
fat in 305 days, carrying her calf 167 
days of the test.

The 1924 South Eastern Fair 


By F. R. EDWARDS, Head of Animal Husbandry Dept. Georgia Experiment Station 


HE SOUTHEASTERN FAIR is the South’s biggest 
agricultural exhibit. It is to the South about the 
same as the Portland Show is to be Pacific States. 
Southeastern Fair is held each Fall in Atlanta, Ga. 
was held the week immediate!y following 
the National Dairy Show at Milwaukee and lasted from 
October 4th to the 11th, inclusive. The exhibits of all 
kinds of agricultural products were good. This was true 
of the dairy cattle exhibits. Several southern exhibitors 
stated that they believed that it was the strongest ex- 
hibit of southern Holsteins that has ever shown. This 
seems to show pretty wel! the growing popularity of the 
“Black and White” in the Southland. 

The dairy industry has made remarkable strides in 
the South in the past three years and southern dairymen 
have not been hit so heavily by over-production as have 
those in some of the better established dairy states. This 
is probably due to the fact that the southern dairymen 
are supplying a home market solely and one that still 
imports large amounts of dairy products. Talks with 
the men who were exhibiting at the Southeastern Fair left 
the impression that they were, as a whole, quite optimistic 
about the future development of the dairy industry in 
the South. More and more farmers are adopting the 
“milky way” every year. This is due in part to good prices 
for the product but even more it is due to the fact that 
they cannot make both ends meet any longer by raising 
cotton. The boll weevil has made cotton growing a 
risky business and add to this the fact that much of 
the South’s cheapest negro labor has moved to the North, 
it is not hard to see that cotton growing is no longer 
profitable. The increases in labor costs have been marked 
in the Cotton Belt recently due to labor scarcity. Another 
fact that has mueh to do with the trend away from cot- 
ton growing is the fact that the southern soi!s have been 
mined by a one-crop system for so long that they no 
longer produce profitably. Nothing could be better than 
dairying and live stock farming for correcting the soil 
troubles and for helping farmers to get along during the 
labor shortage. 

In years past most of the prizes at the Southeastern 
Fair have gone to northern breeders. This has been true 
particularly with Holsteins. But the regularity with 
which the southern breeders have been making progress 
as regards the taking of prize-money !ately shows that 
real progress is being made. Of the four Holstein cham- 
pionships at this year’s Southeastern only one went north 
of the Ohio River. And this was so in spite of the fact 
that several well known breeders from the North had 
their first-line of show animals at the contest. 

Each year the generous premium list of 
eastern Fair attracts some splendid show herds from 
other parts of the country. Six or seven years ago 
practically nothing of real show caliber in the Ho!stein 
breed was shown from the South at this fair. In those 
days the Holstein exhibits were almost entirely exhibits 
of imported herds. But today good Holstein herds are

uncommon in this country that was “the land of 
cotton.” Holsteins are increasing in popularity each vear. 
Thus we see how a breed spreads into new territory. It 
is the writer’s opinion that the Southeastern Fair has 
played an important part in introducing the Ho!stein into 
the South. The management of this fair has attracted 
good exhibits of the breed by the strong premium list and 
hundreds of thousands of people who attend the fair each 
year have seen the specimens of the breed and become 
interested. A shorter-sighted policy would have been to 
have offered small premiums on the grounds that the 
breed was not well represented in the South and hence 
did not merit much attention. As a result of such a 
policy the exhibits would have been small and of poor 
quality and would have compared poorly with other breeds 
that might have been better represented. Such exhibits 
would not have aroused interest in the breed and, as a 
consequence, Holsteins would not have gained any fol- 
lowing. 

The officials of the Southeastern Fair stated in an in- 
terview that they are doing their utmost to increase the 
premium list on atl kinds of live stock for next year in 
recognition of the increasing importance of farm animals 
in the South’s agricultural system. They are especially 
anxious to increase the awards in the dairy cattle classes 
for this reason. 

The Junior Champion and Grand Champion Bull of the 
show was Echo Segis Mercedes Vashti 443738, owned by 
Clark & Smith, Long Run, Kentucky. This voung bull was 
a splendid animal and would have done credit to the 
breed anywhere. The Senior Champion Bull was Illini 
Tritomia Pride 291428, owned and exhibited by Mr. Elmer 
Frazier of Middletown, Ind. Illini Tritomia Pride is an 
outstanding bull and attracts attention at once by his 
quality and conformation. To back this up he also has 
sufficient size and masculinity. He was shown in ex- 
cellent aondition and reflected credit on Mr. Frazier’s care 
and handling. Mr. Frazier has reason to be proud of 
his herd, having built it up to its present position from 
a very modest beginning only nine years ago. He stated 
that his herd was a money-maker at the pail first and a 
show herd after that. But even so it is ranked well up 
among the herds of the breed in the Middle West. 

The Junior Champion and Grand Champion Female 
was Echo Segis Farmstead Pietertje 848350. owned and 
shown by Clark & Smith. Long Run, Ky. This heifer 
was especially strong in quality and was we'll developed 
and shown in good condition. The Senior Champion Cow 
was Blue Grass Colantha Alcartra 579861, also shown by 
Clark & Smith. This cow showed an excellent back and 
sp'endid mammary development and good capacity. She 
also, showed refinement consistent with her size. It will 
be seen that three of the four championships were taken 
by the Clark & Smith herd, including both grand cham- 
rionships. This herd was well represented and shows 
the results of wise constructive breeding. It made the 
strongest showing of any herd at the Southeastern Fair.

TUBERCULOSIS ERADICATION RE- 
PORT FOR SEPTEMBER, 1924 
The September report of tubercu- 

losis eradication work by the U. S. 

Bureau of Animal Industry contains 

much of interest. During the month 

a total of 43,059 herds was tested, 

these including 449,484 individual 

animals. Of these 16,732 reacted, a 

rather high percentage due to the ag- 

gressive housecleaning in New York. 

The work in this state, however, is 

one of the most encouraging things 

in connection with the whole cam- 
paign of tuberculosis eradication. 

Backed by public sentiment and a 

legislature that was willing to see 


the thing through with appropriations 
of from three to four million dol- 
lars a year, the number of clean 
herds has constantly grown until now, 
this September report shows, New 
York has more accredited herds and 
more cattle in such herds than any 
other state, going far ahead of Wis- 
consin and Minnesota, which long 
held the lead in this respect. New 
York’s total is given as 8,893 herds, 
Indiana coming second with 7,810, fol- 
lowed by Wisconsin with 4,635 and 
Minnesota with 4,339. This report 
shows that there are now 52,956 fully 
accredited herds containing 988,339 
head, and there are under supervi- 


494 head. 





“FEWER AND BETTER COWS” 
A. L. Stroughton of Newark Valley, 


N. Y., the Dairymen’s League Cooper- 
ative Association, Inc., representative 
on the New York Central’s demon- 
stration train, which began on Oct. 20, 
a four weeks’ trip through the Em- 
pire State, is impressing upon dairy 
farmers the value of scales for weigh- 
ing milk in the barn. -Mr. Stroughton 
is emphasizing the fact that the dairy 
cows of the state are divided into 
three groups of equal size. One-third 
are profitable; one-third are self-sus- 








= 





taining, and one-third are _ unprofit- 
able. The unprofitable, one-third are 
“poarders”. The “boarders” are not 
only unprofitable, but cause a loss to 
their owners in labor, feed and in- 
vestment. Furthermore, the milk they 
give at a financial loss also adds 
greatly to the dairymen’s surplus 
problem, thus depressing the price of 
all milk. Mr. Stroughton says that 
by weighing a cow’s milk at the time 
of the milking, and keeping a record 
of each weighing, the farmer will 
have absolute knowledge of what the 
cow is doing. Guessing by eye how 
much a milk pail contains and remem- 
bering his guesses, Mr. Stroughton 
says, are not as accurate as scales 
and pencil. Mr. Stroughton is using 
scales of four different makes in this 
“fewer and better cows’? campaign. 
The League also has a mechanical de- 
vice on the train, showing the dis- 
tribution of League products through 
its plan of cooperative marketing. 

The New York Central’s demon- 
stration train consists of five cars, 
constituting a big agricultural exhib- 
it. Organizations besides the Dairy- 
men’s League Cooperative Associa- 
tion, Inc., cooperating with the New 
York Central in its demonstration, 
are: The State Department of Farms 
and Markets, the College of Agricul- 
ture of Syracuse University, New 
York State Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, New York State Guernsey 
Breeders, New York State Jersey 
Breeders and New York State Ayr- 
shire Breeders’ organizations.—Fred

“Kaifeng Mary has several times 
hit a fraction over 24 lbs. of milk a 
day, in spite of the hot weather and 
the long trip * * * 

“We are certainly glad to get the 
animals, and hope our effort will be 
crowned with success.” 

Thus you will see that we are ex- 
tending the influence of our importa- 
tion into other Provinces.

TWO WASHINGTON COUNTIES SELL HOLSTEINS

Holstein breeders of Washington have found the consignment sale to be 
one of the best means of marketing their surplus animals. Grays Harbor 
county has been a good field for high class producers as was further shown 
by the success of the sale held on the county fair grounds, October 14. 
There were 50 head consigned by five breeders in Lewis county and from 
five herds in the Chimacum Valley of Jefferson county. 


The fact that 30 head out of the fifty, were purchased by local dairymen . 


and the remainder by buyers from Mason, Thurston and King counties shows 
that it pays to take the animals to the buyers. All of the animals were in 
fair condition but not highly fitted and the bidding was brisk among the 
comparatively small crowd of buyers. 

The entire sale brought an average of $170, 
animals that sold for less than $100. The top animal, Lilly Selah 
Wayne, was one of the Thos. Yarr consignments from Chimacum, and was 
bid off to John McBride of Aberdeen, for $350. She has a record of 511.85 
lbs. of butter in 305 days and showed a splendid dairy type. 

A special provision was made to the buyers which allowed for half of 
the purchase price to be placed in escrow pending the complete delivery 
of registration and transfer papers. This custom has been used in past sales 
and is meeting with favor with both the purchasers and the consignors. 

The sale was managed by E. A. Donaldson of Chehalis, which C. E. 
Payne, also of Chehalis, was the auctioneer.
